Great Meeting of Women. 
—.— 


MR. ELLIS GRIFFITH ON 
DISCUSSION, 


A great meeting of women who 
have relatives that are serving or 
bave corved in the Navy or Army 
wan held on September 3, at the 
Qaeen’s Hall, Langham-place, in 
support of the cause of National 
Service either in the fighting line 
or at home daring the war. 

To ita composition the gathering 
was remarkable, ond it waa 
hardly lose co in its numbers and 
earnestness. The hall was Giled 
to over-flowing with women. The 
andience included people of all 
classes, thera being 6 large ad- 
mixture of bumble 
mothers, wives, sisters, and 
other relatives of  soldiera 
end sailors, who 
in 8 qaene for sn hour 
at tho doors. Tuey woro quick 
to appreciate and applaud the 
points made by the speaker: 
Lord Danman, Mr. Ellia Griffith, 
K.0., MP., Mrs, Archibald Gol- 
quboun, and Mrs. Mary Guunt, 
the novelist and sister of Rear- 
Admiral Geant. They carried 
with acclamation the rerolution io 
furtherance of the movement 
which will be issued a9 a mani 
festo for endorsement by women 
in thie country ond in the 
Dominions overaea, 

Lord Denman presided. Piat- 
form tickets were issued to Lady 
Oscsillis, whose husband i- 
serving, Countess Do Morella, 
the Hon. Mrs, Maxee, Mrs, Ellin 
Griffith, Mra, F. Roberta, the 
Seoretery to the Italian Embassy 
and Mme. de Parente, Misa Mar- 
garet Douglas, the Buhop of 
Birmingham, and Mr. W. Boosay. 


Lord Denman on Looking Ahead, 


Lord Denman ssid he did not 
sappose the like of the present 
gathering had ever been seen in 
this country before, He under- 
atood that every woman in ths 
assemblage bad at least some of 
her men-folk—possibly all of 
her men-folk—serving st the 
front, either in France, a1 
the Dardanulles, with the Fleet 
in the North Sea, or in the ware 
whioh the country was waging in 
other parts of the world. Some of 
them—doubtlesa many of then— 
in letting their menfolk go to the 
front bad mada the supreme 
tscrifice of their lives, and that 
in iteelf should entitle their 
opinions on ‘the question of 
National Service to consideration 
aud reapeot. (Cherrs ) 

The gatheriog, he ventured t> 
tay, would also become historia, 
for it would inaugurate a new 
movement—s movement which 
would add to the fighting power 
of the nation.

Some time in the future thera 
would come to the Allies a great 
vistory which would be heralded 
by the optimistio Presa as the end 
of the war, aod on that day re- 
cruiting wonld stop dead. We 
might be courting disaster by not 
having enoogh men and letting 
victory slip when onmplete victory 
should te within our graep. We 
were cbliged to look abead be 
canee it wae only men with many 
months of training who were 
of use for fighting this war. Oon- 


scriptionista were asked it they 
wanted to Prassianize Euglaod, 
bot was France Prussianized, 
Rassis enslaved, or Italy no long. 
er free? Each of those countries 
bad conscript armies. He ehoald 
like to hear any man tell the 
Sversge Anatralian that he was 


being Prossisniz:d. 

He repudiuted the suggestion 
that the advocates of Nations! 
Service were raising a bitter con- 
troversy. He could nit see why, 
if there waa a cootroveray, 
it should be bitter, why the qaea- 
tion could not be examined calmly 
and temperately apon its merits. 
He emphasiged the point thet the 
movement was in no wey directed 
againat the latour movement, and 
denied thst there had over bean 
any suggestion on the part of 
those who were in favour of 
National Service that the pay of 
the rank and file ander compnl- 
-ory service ebould be reduced. 
Tha thing was quite unthinkable, 

The moral effect of National 
Service on the industrial order 
would be tremendons, for he was 
qaite certain that when they ssw 
the reet of the community under- 
going the discipline thet organiza- 
tion would entail and submitting 
to the discipline for the purposes 
of the war, thay would not le 
behind, and no more would: be 
heard of etrikes or “down tools” 
while the war continued.

Cotton Yarn Qolag up. 

Bombay, September 10th.—The. 
recent rise in the prices of cotton 
hes given a spurt to the yarn 
-trade in Obina, Prices of yera 
have recently considerably gone 
ap simultaneously with the in- 
cresse in demand. This bas 
seoured a fair margin of profit 
for Indian Mills. On the. other 
hand, there is great depression 
in the oloth market, This haa been 
accentuated by the abso: ¢@ of rain 
in several parte of the country, 
A proposal has been put forward 
by several influential millownera 
of Bombay to stop working half 
looms in each mill, so aa to 
reduce the ontpat of cloth. This 
would avoid work.ng short hoara. 
The proposal wilt be considered at 
4 meotingof the Millownera’ Aaso- 
ciation, to ba convened next week. 

The Cotton Crops of Bihar 
pd Orissa. 

Mr..G. Milne, Director of 
Agricolture, bas issued a report, 
the first for 1016, on tha Cotton 
Crop of Bihar and Orissa, Tbe 
report deale with the area sown 
end the prospects of the enrly 
crop and givea a krief eummary 
of the progress of sowings of 
the lato crop. ‘The early crop is 
most important in Raschi and 
the Sonthal Parganas, The lees 
important districts are Angal 
Sambslpur’and Msnbhuro. The 
weather conditions have generally 
been favoarable, Sowings began 
-in normal time but have not yet 
been completed in parte of Darb- 
honga ond Hezaribsgh. The pre- 
font condition of the crop is ro- 
ported to be fair to good. Ta 
Singhbbum and part of the Son- 
tal Parganas however the orop ia 
not promising owing to the de- 
fective rainfall, The late,sariety 
is chirfly cultivated in North 
Bibar, Cattack, and Manbhom 
and Singhbbum. Fair progress 
has been made with the sowings 
of the orop. They have 


m- not begun aa yet in Cuttack, 


Balasore and Aogul. Tho waather 
conditions for the late crop in the 
Bibar districts have been favorr- 
able so far. In Manbhum, 
Singhbhum and Parl the rainfall! 
is reported to ba short for the 
growth of the crop, The area 
sown with the enrly cotton ip 
' yeported to be 43,482 acres against 
58,014 acres sown in the corror1 
ponding period of last year. The! 
decrease, ia due to revision of 
figures in Ranchi. Up to date 
23 573 seres have been sown with 
the lute cotton sgainst 25,158 
acres sown in tha corresponditg 
period of last year. The decreago 
is duo to late aud deficient rain- 
fall in Darbhanga and Manbbum., 
Damage to the Rice Crop. 
The recent typhoon seems to 
have wrought great haveo with 
the rice crop in some parts of the 
Sanyo provinces, [t is reported 
from Tomada ond Kume districts, 
in Okavamn prefectare, that the 
crope there have been completely 
rnined by the typhoon, and the 
loas is estimated at Y5,120,000. 
he farmera havo already spplied 
to the prefectural authorities for 
nseistance, aod the Jatter huve 
fecided to advance Y2,700,0c0 
put of the «mergency fund for 
oliof purposes. Ae this money is 
hot available for immediate use, 
howover the sufferera will bave 
o be given assietance hy mena 
bf public subscriptions and other 
methods.
